dication that he would not be able 
to see the trial through to its con­

No more impressiv e ex am ples of lhe relativ e effect of 
distance upon the human 
emotions can

had, than 
those afforded by three recent disasters which cost a to­ 
tal of nearly 3 000 liv es. 
To Americans, the one that struck home with most toll­ 
ing effect was the burning of the Morro Castle ilist off 
the N e w J ersey coast. 
Fire at sra is perhaps the most 
horrible form (if death human beings are called upon to 
face, and here was a case where 137 men and women were 
burned or drowned as the final episode of a gay holiday 
cruise and within only a few hours of home. 
The ev ent struck horror into the hearts of all of us. It 
was so close and its v ictims were so familiar to us. 
Yet within the same, month two much more heartrend­ 
ing tragedies hav e occurred, and it is doubtful whether 
either got more than casual recognition in our homes. 
In one case, a mighty ty phoon sw ept out. of the Pacific 
and ov er Osaka, J apan, and hurled nearly 2000 men, 
women and children to their deaths. 
It tore up buildings 
and homes, and left more than 5 000 homeless and desti 
tnte. 
In the other case, an ex plosion sealed the opening to a 
coal mine near W rex ham , Wales, and doomed 200 minors 
to a death by fire and asphy x iation. 
Here were accidents far more disastrous than the Mor­ 
ro Castle fire, hut because of their distances from us they 
seemed so unreal and intangible. 
It is hard for us to real­ 
ize the grav ity and dread consequences of these distant 
disasters. 
Men, women and children depriv ed of their 
homes; families torn apart; wiv es, sons and daughters left 
mourning and alone; thousands without further means of 
support. 
At thp same time the Lindbergh case breaks again, a 
suspect is arrested and the whole story of the fatal kid­ 
naping of more than two y ears ago is rev iv ed. 
So grip­ 
ping was that tragedy and so belov ed its principal char­ 
acters that it has become the chief topir of discussion in 
most homes of the country . 
But wiiile we are so engrossed in our own affairs, we 
seem to lose regard for those of distant peoples, and the 
farther these peoples are from us, the less do they affect 
us. 
Perhaps that is only human for it would seem a sorry 
task to takp th^ whole world’s disasters equally to heart.

for 19 33, as officially r eport ed by the variou s states. 
They fou nd that in more than 32 per cent of the fatal 
accidents in which drivers were fou nd to he at fau lt, a 
driver had been exceedi ng tin* speed limit. 
In 13 per 
cent of the cases, a driver had been on the wrong side of 
the road. 
In an equ al nu m be r of cases, a d ri ver had t a k ­ 
en the right or way wh e n he was not entitled to it. 
In u pwarris oi 5 per cent, a driver had been gu ilty of 
“ru t ti ng in," in p a c i n g a standi ng street car. passing on 
a cu rve or a hill or ’passinp on the wrong side. 
In nearly 
19 per cent, a driver h a d driven completely off the r oa d ­ 
way . 
In nearly 9 per cent th» * cau se cou ld be listed onl\ 
a« reckless driving. 
Nou the thing to notice, as the insu rance c om pa ny st a­ 
tisticians point ou t, is that all these cau ses, l u m pe d to­ 
gether, are practically s y nony mou s for “ heedless 
ne e d ­ 
less haste."
